Wash ngton, 1s preparing a report covering the various systems 
of workingmen’s insurance and employers’ liability both in this 
country and abroad. The report will cover insurance against 
sickné accident, disability, old age, death and unemployment. 
In this connection it is endeavoring to secure information con- 
cerniny the existence in the United States of what are usually 
know: as establishment funds—that is, mutual relief or insur- 
ance itinds organized and maintained by the employes of an 
industiial establishment, or relief funds supported either wholly 
or in part by the employers themselves. It is desired to obtain, 
wherever possible, copies of constitutions, rules and by-laws, 
blank certificate forms, and any other matter relating to funds 
of this character. In the absence of other data, the name and 
location of establishments in which such funds exist are desired. 
It is hoped that persons possessing data of any kind relative to 
the existence of establishment funds in this country will com- 
municate with Charles P. Neill, Commissioner, at their earliest 
convenience.

points and becoming familiar with their several hobbies. 
They may expose their own weaknesses, perhaps, in an 
endeavor to so regulate the Hardware business that there 
will be plenty of it to occupy the spare hours of the re- 
mainder of the year, turning down the Catalogue Houses 
whenever they get a chance, and knowing where to put 
the profit themselves. Schemes for benefiting the trade 
in every particular will be largely promoted by the hard- 
working delegates, who will start for their homes re- 
freshed in every respect by the few days’ outing. These 
meetings take a man out of the rut he may have been in 
for years and broaden his views, increase his ability and 
make him more thoroughly enjoy his vocation. 

There is a large amount of goods being placed along 
trade channels, and will soon find their way among a body 
of hungry consumers. All the reports say one thing, and 
that is, business is opening in a way that makes compari- 
son with anything that has gone before decidedly flatter- 
ing to the present. With the constant erection of new 
warehouses in the trade, larger and more commodious 
than ever; branch houses being added to the facilities of 
other far reaching plants, the fame of larger houses 
spreading in every conceivable direction, and every step 
adding to sales which are already huge; the Hardware 
Trade can truly be referred to as enjoying a harvest that 
is unexcelled as to present results, and hopeful as to the 
possibilities of the dawning future. 

Advances in price of leading goods are not so prevalent 
as was formerly the case, and cause but little surprise 
when brought to the attention of the trade, now, that 
the trade has become used to the trend of all prices in an 
upward direction. The slump in the prices of Axes that 
have been too high in price because the combined manu- 
facturers held them there. There is a recent decline in 
Ingot Copper, a metal that has had advancing tendencies 
for some time, and will no doubt -effect the general mar- 
ket a little later on when the trend in prices becames a 
settled fact. 

Goods are now being demanded for early Spring bv 
every one who has orders out for specified delivery. 
Fvery one wants them on time, which will be none too 


soon if the temperature keeps up, and makes a grade of 
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weather they can be sure of for a month alicad. The 
railroads even now are crowded with the movements of 


freight, and the immense amount of traffic tha moving 


along in every direction would astonish a n 1f he 
studied the statistics. 

suilders’ Hardware will be one of the bra: ; of the 
Hiardware Trade that will feel the direct effect of advane- 
ing conditions, on March Ist, when an advance «f 10 per 
cent. is announced to take place. Wire Cloth and Poy! 
try netting which have been disposed of by Jobber 
without the profit they should bear, are likely io take a 
start upward, as fears are entertained that the available 
supply is all booked of the production of looms. 
Dealers who are wise should be among the favored few 
who are booked for the future. Screen doors and win- 
dows have been hanging fire somewhat until the trade 
is used to the new prices are now being bought more 
freely, and as many manufacturers will not be heard from 
this season owing to their being out of business, it be- 


hooves the dealer to get his share of the goods that are 
made. In respect to leading staples, it would scarcely 
surprise one if there is another advance on wire pro 


ducts shortly. 


THE WEAK MAN ON THE JOB. 

He is always there, in some measure; the less he measures in 
weakness the more he is worth to you. But whatever the degree, 
don’t make him weaker by letting all the errors and deficiences 
about the place be saddled upon him. He will be to blame for 
enough; don’t blame him for the rest. It is the weak man more 
than any other who needs the help and encouragement. Some 
one has got to be the weakest man and the tendency too often 
is to crowd him down and make him weaker. The chances are 
he hasn’t enough self-confidence to start with; if so he certainly 
will not be improved by being made the butt of all the fault-find 
ing, all the ridicule, and all the unpleasantness there is about 
the place. That is just what is happening though on every hand. 
If the “boss” is short of temper he uses up what he has left upon 
the weak man. If some dapper clerk has a particularly mean 
jest to crack he doesn’t put it against the head book-keeper or 
the quick-witted salesman who would make him wish he hadn't 
thought of it; he brings it down upon the weak man, who 1s 
always safe. If something disagreeable in a physical way has 
to be done the weak man is nearly always called upon to do It 
It isn’t fair and it’s cowardly; and further than that, it doesnt 
pay. If the man is really hopeless discharge him and be done 
with it; but if he stays give him a chance. If his weakness 1s 
mainly due to inexperience, as it probably is, a little help will 
probably make him strong and as valuable as the rest. 


BE THE MAN OUTSIDE. 

Try and place yourself occasionally in the position of the mat 
outside. Would your own advertisements really appeal to you 
if you were him? Do they tell enough about the goods offered! 
Do they tell what you most want to know about them if you knew 
nothing about them at the start? Or would you be interested 
if you knew nothing about them to begin with? The talk your 
favorite commercial man gave you is about what you ought to 
give your customer though perhaps in a less technical form. A 
commercial man is a pretty good sort of fellow to study. He 
knows the art of selling goods and besides, when talking with him, 
you are the man outside. How does he manage to gather you 
in? 

Then how about the appearance of your Would 11 
seem inviting and up-to-date to you if it belonged to some one 
in whom you hadn’t any interest? Does it look as if the goods 
were new or that there is a fair prospect of getting what you 
are after? If it is full of loafers doesn’t it impress you at the 
door that there is no immediate chance of getting waited we 
A good many men are in a hurry in a Hardware store. Some 
are never in a hurry but those are the sort of men that never 
buy. 
There is a great deal for the real born merchant to learn . 
himself by going out of his shop, figuratively speaking, and loo ‘ 
ing into it as an entire stranger. Lots of little faults that don't 
disturb him now he has gotton used to them will floor the 
fellow who has not. Just try it once. Imagine yourself in sai 
most despised enemy’s establishment for a few minutes and seé 
how you could cut loose on him,

\iacy a man limps needlessly through life because ne does not 
know his own deformity and no one is kind enough to tell him. 
it may take diplomacy to do so without giving offence or wound- 
ing ss feelings but diplomacy is one of the very qualities a 
good employer ought to have and just a suggestion from the man 
hehin | the pocket-book, spoken in a kindly spirit, will be heeded 
where the words of another would only cause resentment. 


Often some simple motto that applies to his particular defect 
can quietly handed an employe whose efficiency is impaired 
by some mannerism or trait, with a few pointed but friendly 


words and the suggestion that the motto be kept where it can be 
seen occasionally.

One who does not answer correspondence. Every letter should 
be read and answered if necessary. 

One who, when he gets accommodation from his jobber, does 
not appreciate it. 

One who, when making a sale on time, does not have a dis- 
tinct understanding when the payment shall be made. 

One who dares not ask money from those who owe him when 
past due. 

One who allows dust and dirt to accumulate on his stock and 
windows. 

One who neglects to keep goods nicely arranged in his show 
window, with prices attached. 

One who continually neglects his business to go hunting and 
fishing 

One who does not go to bed early and get up early.

SALE OF GOODS—STATUTE OF FRAUDS. 


QueEstion.—A customer gave us a verbal order for three cases 
of goods. The goods to be delivered subject to examination. 
ihere was no written contract drawn. We sent the goods or- 
dered to his store and after keeping them a few days, he told 
us they were unsatisfactory and returned them saying he would 
not accept them. He has not paid anything on account of the 
goods. They were perfectly right in every way and there was no 
reason why he should not be : satisfied with them. Can we make 
him take them? 


RepLy.—You cannot: because of the statute of frauds. That 
statute provides that no contract for the sale of goods of $50 or 
upwards (in come jurisdictions the amount is less) shall be en- 
forced, unless there is a memorandum drawn and signed by the 
party to be charged, or the buyer accepts and receives the goods 
or pays something by way of part payment. Here there was no 
written agreement and no part payment. The receipt of the 
goods “subject to examination” does not comply with the statute. 
There must also have been an actual acceptance. When goods 
are sold subject to examination and there is no part payment 
and no written contract» the rule of the law is as follows: “So 
long as the buyer can without self contradiction declare that the 
goods are not to be taken in fulfillment of the contract, he does 
not accept them. And it is immaterial whether his refusal to 
take the goods is reasonable or not. If he refuses, assigning 
grounds, false or frivolous or assigning no reasons at all, it is 
still clear that he does not accept them, and the question is not 
whether he ought to accept them, but whether he has accepted 
them.” Under this rule it is plain that you cannot compel your 
customer to take the goods. 


JUDGMENT—DISCHARGE IN BANKRUPTCY. 


QuestTion.—We had a judgment against a customer for $100 
tor goods sold him. The judgment was not collected and several 
years later our customer went through bankruptcy and was dis- 
charged. We had no notice or knowledge that this man was ad- 
judged a bankrupt and had no notice to prove our claim. The 
schedules filed show that our residence was given as unknown. 
Did the discharge in bankruptcy affect our judgment ? 


Repty.—No. It is clear that where no notice or knowledge of 
the filing of the petition or of the adjudication in bankruptcy 
has been received by a creditor, that he has no notice to prove 
his claim or of the application for the discharge of the bankrupt 
and where the schedule gives his residence as unknown, although 
it might be ascertained by ordinary diligence, the judgment is not 
affected by the bankruptcy. The discharge in general may be 
valid, but it does not extend to this particular claim. 


PARTNERSHIP—LIABILITY OF INCOMING PARTNER. 
QueEsTION.—Can an incoming partner be held liable for the 
debts of the old firm contracted before he became a partner? 


Rep.ty.—An incoming partner is not as, of course, liable for the 
debts of the firm, whether he succeeds an outgoing partner by 
purchase or whether upon the death of one partner he joins with 
the survivors in carrying on the business. He may become 
liable by agreement, if for a valid consideration he agrees to as- 
sume the debts of the former firm, but is not liable in the absence 
of such an expressed agreement. 
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IOWA KETAIL HAKDWARE ASSOCIATION

ciation was held at Des Moines February 14, 15 and 16. The attend- 
ance was quite large and was representative of the entire State, there 
being not far from 400 retail merchants present. Arrangements for 
the accommodation of visitors was easily made, Des Moines being for- 
tunately situated in having a large number of good hotels. As usual, 
the Savery Hotel was made headquarters, but the Chamberlin, the 
Kirkwood, and other hostleries were filled to the limit with Hardware 
men.

President 
Bogardus of the National Retail Hardware Association and F. E. Cut- 
ler of the Cutler Hardware Company, Waterloo, Iowa, President of 
the Iowa Jobbers’ Hardware Association. 

The Annual Address of President Vincent was delivered at this 
time as was the report of Secretary Sale, also report of the Insurance 
Association, delivered by L. Lindenberg, its vice-president. 

Following came the address of President Bogardus, who took for 
his subject ‘‘Legitimacy.”’ 

The American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association was _ repre- 
sented at the Convention by Vice-President C. W. Asbury of the Enter- 
prise Mfg. Co., of Philadelphia, who, in a brief address, assured the 
retailers that the manufacturers were with them on any question 
bearing upon the Hardware trade. ‘‘The manufacturer,” he said, “‘ap- 
preciates that the retailer is the ultimate distributor of the product, 
but by force of circumstances they have not been in as close touch 
with each other as is manifestly desirable.” He urged that fairness, 
frankness, confidence and square dealing offer the best means of cor- 
recting any existing evils and declared the belief that his association 
and the various retail organizations should make common cause. 

‘‘Manufacturers, jobbers and retailers,” he said, “are all in the same 
boat. They are absolutely interdependent for neither can get out of 
the woods.” 

The National Hardware Association was represented by its Presi- 
dent, W. S. Wright of the Wright & Wilhelmy Company, Omaha. 
Mr. Wright delivered a very suggestive address on Thursday after- 
noon in which he humorously referred to his business dealings with 
lowa merchants, and proceeded to discuss the work of the Joint Cata- 
logue House Committee. 

A stereopticon lecture by the Joint Committee was delivered by S. R. 
Miles of Mason City and comprised the views and arguments with 
which the trade is now familiar. Mr. Miles also discussed the Parcels 
Post campaign and recommended that all members use their influence 
with their congressmen to prevent legislation favorable to warcels 
Post and to further the cause of one-cent letter postage.

move, there is bound to be some hard grinding and squealing some- 


where. T}ut to return to the details of the work of our own organiza- 
tion, 
Last year we reported a total of 449 members upon our rolls up 


to the convention date. Many of these names, however, were tnose 
carried along delinquent, with the expectation that they would attend 
our meeting and renew their allegiance to the organization. After 
the convention, however, a series of communications was opened up, 
including bills for dues and a notice of sight draft fr same if not paid 
by a certain date. All of

THESE COMMUNICATIONS BROUGHT GOOD RESULTS, 

many not responding, however, until drafts were forwarded. The 
final result of this campaign was the dropping out of 137 names for 
delinquency, removal and out of business. This left the net member- 


ship 449 less 187, or 312. To this has been added during the year and 
up to the date of this writing new names, making a total of 480 paid 
members.

Your committee were prac..cally compelled to undertake the work 
on account of the crowded condition of the hotels during the session 
of the Legislature. But they were seriously handicapped by the lack 
of a suitable building for the purpose. Des Moines promises to be 
ready by another year with something worthy of our central conven- 
tion city, so that at the next annuai meeting we shall hope to have 
an exhibit housed and displayed in a way worthy of the people who 
make it, the people who come to see it and the great branch of com- 
mercial interests that it represents. We predict that, in spite of the 
many obstacles that have been met in our first attempt and the neces- 
sarily crude presentation in our poorly-housed exhibit of this year, 
that this feature of the annual convention will grow and develop until 
it becomes a great educational and trade exposition, bringing the fac- 
tories and jobbing houses of the country to our own doors. 


TREASURER’S REPORT. 
Mr. Sale’s Report as Treasurer showed receipts for the year of 
$3,747.43, and disbursements of $2,182.74, leaving a balance on hand 
of $1,564.69. 


THE CANTON CONVENTION. 

From all outward signs at the present time the convention of 
the Ohio Hardware Association, especially in the way of the 
Manufacturers’ Exhibits, will prove to be of larger proportions 
than they had reason to expect. The committee arranged for 
additional space, but with all that have been unable to supply 
the demand. A great many manufacturers and jobbers have ap- 
plied, but could not be accommodated. The Hardware mer- 
chants over the State approve of having the Military Band. This 
feature will also add to the life and enthusiasm of the occasion. 
According to information already on file in the secretary’s of- 
fice, the attendance will be larger than any previous convention. 
We feel very certain that we are correct when we say that there 
will be assembled at the Canton Convention the largest num- 
ber of Hardware merchants ever gathered together in _ that 
State. Holman’s lecture on “Hardware Salesmanship” is bring- 
ing out favorable comment. A great many traveling men as well 
as merchants have signified their intention of hearing this lec- 
ture. They expect to have at the Banquet speakers enjoying a 
national reputation. No pleasanter affair than the theatre party 
laid out for one evening of the festivities, could possibly be 
imagined.

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WISCONSIN RETAIL HARDWARE ASSOCIATION 








The Tenth Annual Convention of the Wisconsin Retail Hard- 
ware Association was held at the West Side Turn Hall, Muil- 
waukee, February 7 and 8. Of the 525 members which now com- 
pose the Association there were present over 450; 75 new mem- 
bers were added to the list during the session. A large number 
ot manufacturers and jobbers had fine displays of goods at the 
Hall where the convention was held and in the Republican 
House, the headquarters of the Convention. 

The report of the Mutual Fire Insurance Company was most 
gratifying and Secretary C. A. Peck informed the policy holders 
that they will receive return premiums this year amounting to 
33 1-3% of their policy. 

This company has only been writing business for nineteen 
months and already foots up more than $1,145,000 insurance. It 
has paid more than $4,000 in losses and shows a gain of between 
60 and 70 % above losses and expenses. The return premiums 
last year to policy holders amounted to $1,200 and from 1906 
it is estimated to approximate $3,500. Due to the careful and 
prudent management of Secretary-lreasurer C. A. Peck, the 
financial conditions of the Association are in a flourishing con- 
dition. On January 28, this year, the balance on hand was 
$1,986.96; even the handsome souvenir programme netted a profit 
of $542. 

ADDRESS OF MR. FERNLEY. 


T. J. Fernley, Secretary of the National Hardware Association, 
being obliged to leave the city to attend another convention, 
President R. M. Burtis of Oshkosh called upon him to address 
the convention before leaving. He said in part: 


I have watched, as secretary of the National Hardware Asso- 


ciation, which is composed of 185 of the leading jobbers of thé 


country, the growth of this retail Hardware movement with a 
great deal of interest. The National Hardware Association was 
formed in 1894. At that time there was no movement of this 
kind among the retail trade, and we recognized that a great deal 
of the loss of energy on the part of our association was due to 
the fact that there was no way in which we could secure the co- 
operation of the retail merchants of the country. 

The facts are that those who produce goods—our manufactur- 
ing friends—can be more quickly influenced by the retail men 
of the country than by our jobbing friends, first, because you are 
in a position to influence the user of the goods. We are not. 
A consumer who comes to your store for a given article can be 
induced to purchase some other article, or of similar make; the 
jobber has no such opportunity. The manufacturer realizes 
that the jobber is powerless to correct him when he transgresses 
what we generally look upon as proper trade ethics; so, I say, 
from the standpoint of the jobbers’ association we have watched 
the growth of these retail associations with a great deal of in- 
terest and we have done what we could to foster this movement. 

Referring to the work of the wholesale and retail Hardware 
Joint Committee on the catalogue house question, Mr. Fernley 
said: 

We are having great success. We need, however, to a greater 
extent the co-operation of the retail merchants of the country. 
We feel that they should more frequently enter complaint w here 
they find manufacturers quote prices to the mail order houses 
which interfere with the profit of the legitimate retail merchant. 

Mr. Fernley also referred to the parcels post propositions 
which are now before Congress, pointing out the disastrous effect 
upon the retail merchants’ business which would follow their 


adoption. 
President Ralph M. Burtis of Oshkosh then presented 
THE PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Convention: 

It affords me great pleasure to stand before such a body of 
representative business men this morning, and I am proud to be 
a member of the Wisconsin Hardware Dealers’ Association. 

I think we may all be proud that we are Hardwaremen, for I 
believe there is no business that places a man in a better position 
to become a leader in his community in all things that make for 
manliness and strength of character than the Hardware busi- 
ness. There seems to be something in the fact that the Hard- 
wareman has to do with things of iron and other weighty metals 
that gives many of our members

that confront every community, and we can see all over the 
country notable examples of Hardwaremen filling places of honor

If the articles are 
the same, let us meet the price, and keep meeting it, till price 
does not enter into the question. If we do not carry the goods, 
let us be willing and ready to get them; do not force our friends 
away trom us and compel them to send to others for what we 
should furnish them. Let us carry goods of quality, for a repu- 
tation built upon this is the permanent kind, then with honesty 
as our guiding star and the fact that we are the men on the 
ground, in our favor, we have advantages that give us a long lead 
in the race. 

The old times have gone by when a Hardware store can thrive 
with dirt, dust and cobwebs over everything, and when the win- 
dows can be left without a bath for months, and a band of loafers 
are allowed to sit around and whittle and spit till no self-respect- 
ing woman will care to enter if there is any other way to obtain 
that which she needs. 

THE HARDWAREMAN .MUST BE A MERCHANT. 


Let him be constantly on the lookout for profitable side lines 
which will brighten up his ‘stock.

The summary of the Secretary’s report was “That looking 
back but a few years when only forty met in Milwaukee to or- 
Ranize a State Hardware Association, and then to-day with 531 
members, we ought to feel that we have not labored in vain.” 

The results accomplished should satisfy every one, and while 
there is much yet to do, we ought to feel especially gratified with 
What has been accomplished. The sympathy of interests that 
to-day exists between not only the jobbers and retailers, but the 
manufacturers, as well is an omen for good, to all parties con- 
cerned. 

Our gain during the year has been 130 and I doubt not that 
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that number will amount to 175 before the close of the present 
session. 

WE HAVE NEVER, SINCE THE FIRST YEAR, LACKED FOR FUNDS, 
but have always had enough in the “locker” to meet all neces- 
sary expenses and carry a little forward for the next year. This 
has been very largely due to the patronage given by jobbers and 
manufacturers to our annual programmes, and while it has al- 
ways been our plan to assure those parties that we did not wish 
to urge them out of their own best interests, still 1f they had any- 
thing to say to the trade, and felt that we could give them value 
received we were ready to serve them. 

The secretary has made seventeen trips through different parts 
of the State in the interests of the association and the Fire In- 
surance Company, and secured 51 new members, with the prom- 
ise, that many more would attend the present session. Ow fri- 
diculous low dues ($2.00 per annum) would hardly keep any 
dealer out of the ranks from a financial point of view, but indif-

has had more to do with the lukewarmness of many than any 
thing else. 

When we close to-morrow night we shall have something over 
$5,000 in our treasury, and no debts unpaid.

but all have been satisfactorily settled except one now in the 
hands of the Executive Committee. 

I had the pleasure of meeting at Saginaw last August the 
Michigan State Association and they are prospering finely, even 
crowding us out of second place in the National Association, 
but I mistrust we have worked our way back. 

The delegates to the National Association at Minneapolis will 
report at this session and I will only say, in passing it was a most 
successful meeting. 

In September I met a number of secretaries of kindred asso- 
ciations in St. Louis, and at that time was organized an organi- 
zation to be known as the Affiliated Presidents and Secretaries 
Commercial and Trade Organizations, and in my opinion,

right along the lines we are working in the near future. : 

I am more than ever convinced of the high grade of business 
men engaged in the retail Hardware business and can only say 
that if we keep right on along the lines we have been pursuing 
we shall see results that will be most satisfactory. 

For our motto let us take this: Wisconsin Hardware dealers to 
the extent of ninety per cent. must be induced to come in with 
us and we will show them that we can do them good. 

Thanking you one and all for the many courtesies shown me 
during the year past, with a kind word to those traveling men 
who have always been ready and willing to speak a good word 
for us, and have done it, I am ready to begin the campaign for 
another, and | trust a more prosperous year. 

Mr. Peck, as Treasurer, reported that the total receipts, in- 
cluding the amount on hand last vear, was $3,034.25 and the total 
expenditures, $1047.29, leaving a balance on hand January 28, 
1906, of $1986.86.

W. P. Bogardus delivered an address referring to the National 


Association of which we give in part as follows: 


Already more than 20 State associations have affliated them- 
selves with the national organization and the growth of the 
several State associations has indicated that there is a rising 
interest in the questions that confront us as Hardwaremen and 
require a solution. Sometimes I think we fail to grasp the 
fact that there are certain things that hinder our progress that 
must be removed before we can hope for a solid foundation 
for our work and a permanent advance in the cause we all have 


so much at heart. 


I think we have gotten by the idea that we are in business to 
kill off our competitors; that our success depends on the failure 


of some one else; that competition means war and that 
THERE CAN BE NO FRIENDLY RIVALRY; 


that salesmanship does not count, and that only the cutting of 
prices is of any real value in the building up and keeping of trade. 
I say I think we have gone by the time when the above and 


kindred arguments have the force they once had. 


We recognize the force and value of scientific salesmanship, 
and we value salesmen who can sell goods at profit; who know 
the value of the goods they are selling and the. reasons why 
they are best for the customer to purchase; who can impress on 
the mind of the customer that what he is buying is worth the 


money he is paying. 
WITH THIS IDEAL SALESMANSHIP BEFORE US 
to stimulate us and to strive after we have much to do before we 


can reach as high as we would like to go. In the eager rush for 


wealth with the underlying idea that those who accumulate the 
fastest are the ones to pattern by we have lost sight of some 


very vital principles that are necessary for a successful building 
up of characters that will make of us men, for the crying need of 


the present generation is men whose integrity is above sus- 
picion. For a quarter of a century or more there has been 
gradually creeping into business methods the idea that the end 
justifies the means and that success is to be measured by results 
brought about by any mears necessary. 

These teachers of business methods and business morals have 
had their day. The opening of the books and the turning on 
of the sunlight of investigation has awakened the public as it has 
not been awakened before. And men who have charge of large 
things are beginning to realize that they are but trustees and that 
they will have to reckon with the public in their final settlements; 
that honor comes only through honesty; that true fame comes 
only by probity; and that integrity of character comes only bv 
right living and right thinking. And as these false teachers are 
shown up in their true colors as the investigations proceed there 
comes a time when their places will be taken by other teachers, 
and it is with us what kind of teachers thev shall be. 

The most serious question we have to consider is the catalogue 
house question. Controlled as they are by men who have been 
taught in the school where might is right, 


EVERYTHING IS LEGITIMATE THAT IS NOT INDICTABLE 


and where price is the great recommendation for the goods they 
sell; where advertising is taught, not as a statement of truth, 
but as a means to catch the unwary. With such competition 
we have a very difficult question to solve. One hopeful sign is 
the evident anxiety of the catalogue houses to cet further names 
and the frantic efforts they are making to get the help of the 
Government. Absurd and unjust as their proposition is, it will 
have advocates, and it behooves us to be on the alert to block 
their efforts. 


S. R. Miles of Mason City, lowa, member of the Wholesale 
and Retail Hardware Joint Committee, then delivered a stere- 
opticon talk on the Catalogue House Question which was listened 
to by the delegates with considerable attention. 


COOPERATIVE BUYING. 


In the absence of Henry Grimshaw of Elroy, Secretary Peck 
read his paper on “Cooperative Buying”, which was in part as 
follows: 


Under the present order of things we retail dealers must buy 
our stocks from the jobbers and we are entirely dependent upon 
them for our wares. We are in no position to deal with the 
manufacturer direct. We cannot even approach him in a business 
way, as our individual orders are too small to secure his attention. 
The catalogue houses, on the other hand, with their immense 
capital and business, are no longer obliged to purchase of the 
jobber; they are in position to deal directly with the manu- 
facturer, or even do their own manufacturing. They give large 
orders and in certain lines 


COMMAND THE ENTIRE OUTPUT OF THE MANUFACTURER. 


To a certain extent the jobber stands between us and the manu- 
facturer. We pay him his profit. The mail order house does not 
have to do this; it saves to itself the jobbers’ profits and in many 
instances shares in the profits of the manufacturers. This en- 
ables it to put the goods upon the market as cheaply and in some 
instances cheaper than the retail merchant can buy them of his 
jobber and still make a large profit. 

This is the situation we have to meet if we wish to survive in 


THIS GREAT COMMERCIAL STRUGGLE NOW GOING ON. 
Unless we meet it and meet it soon we may be obliged to close 
our doors and go out of the business we are now in. 
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In my opinion co-operative buying will enable us meet th 
competition that is upon us. We should get togethe> ond estab- 
lish an immense jobbing and supply house of ou n. This 
supply house can then deal directly with the manu : 


buy his products as cheaply as the catalogue houses re a 
as we are able to buy the goods as cheaply as our «mpetitors 
do we can in turn sell them as cheaply to our custo as thev 
have been doing. It seems feasible to me that the | | dealers

When fully organized it seems to me that such a oration 
could supply its members all articles of wares. and chandise 
in our line as cheaply as they are now bought by th- jobbers 
and the mail order houses. For instance, our company could 
agree upon a certain make of Stoves, and enter into » contract 
with a manufacturer to take his entire output, or least the 
exclusive right to handle his make of Stoves in this Si-: 

Such a supply house could maintain its own print lepart- 
ment and issue a catalogue containing cuts and price: ilar to 
the catalogues of the mail order houses. These catalog should 
bear the names of the local dealers, and direct the public to them 
for the goods quoted therein. 

THE LOCAL DEALER WOULD FIND IT TO HIS INTERE: 
to distribute the catalogues among his customers, and the cus- 
tomers would be enabled to compare the prices therein with other 
catalogues in his possession. 
MAIL ORDER BUSINESS.

BENEFITS OF LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


Emil Teitgen of Manitowoc read a paper on “The Benetits of 
Local Association”, which in part was as follows: 

The benefits of local association are many and important, both 
from a social and economic standpoint. I believe that every city 
and community in this State should have a local Hardware 
association. Some of you will say that your competitors are too 
mean and would not be trustworthy in any agreement. Now this 
is a mistake. Others who have tried it can tell you that they have 
met with great success where the conditions at first were extreme- 
ly unfavorable to the formation of a local association, and these 
local associations have been maintained for years to the advantage 
of every nember thereof. The best way té get together is to form 
an association for protection against poor accounts. Every com- 
munity lis its quota of deadbeats. Almost 


EVFRY MERCHANT IS WILLING TO JOIN AN ASSOCIATION 
for this protection, and the general public who learn you have 
a Hardware association should be informed that it is for pro- 
tection against these bad accounts. After the association has 
been formed each member thereof should make out a list of his 
poor and dead accounts and bring it to the metting and have tt 
arranged in alphabetical order in a book for each merchant, and 
each merchant should have this book handy and when Mr. Dead- 
beat comes in and wants credit he can tell him that he owes Mr. 
Jones $5 and Mr. Smith $3 and so on and that he cannot give 
him credit until he pays these accounts. Of course the deadbeat 
becomes indignant and tells you that he can trade elsewhere and 
get plenty of credit; but he will go to the next place and will be 
treated the same way, and after a while the deadbeat wil! realize 
that he cannot work that old game anv longer. You will find tt 
an advantage to have each member of the association to carry a 
distinct line of such goods as Stoves, Refrigerators, Lawn 
Mowers, Garden Hose, Hay Carriers, Granite Ware, Cutlery and 
other things, thereby removing competition upon these lines and 
insuring you a better profit and enabling you to carry a better 
line—a higher grade of goods. 

Then again you -will find it an advantage to buy such goods as 
Linseed Oil, White Lead, Wheel Barrows, Building Paner in com- 
pany with your competitor in carload lots and get carload prices 
and lower freight rates, enabling you to make a better proft on 
these lines, which are usually sold on a close margin.

MEMBERS COULD ARRANGE TO HELP OUT ONE ANOTHER 
in case they run short on an article at an agreed price above cost, 
thereby enabling thm to supply customers always at a profit,

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PENNSYLVANIA RETAIL 


The \ifth Annual Convention of the Pennsylvania Retail 


Hardware Dealers’ Association was held at Williamsport on 
February 7, 8 and 9, at the Park Hotel. At the opening session 
, formal welcome to the city was extended by Mayor a 
Foresmat! and an address was also delivered by H. E. Herman, 


President of the Williamsport Merchants’ Association, who 
spoke in great favor of trade organization and sketched the 
history of the local organization and reviewed its accomplishments. 

High praise was due and was unreservedly accorded to the 
Committee of arrangements, consisting of A. W. Lieb of Will- 
‘amsport, A. H. Kaufman, Lock Haven and William Men- 
denhall of Montoursville, for its excellent work and careful 
attention to all details, which went so far to make the con- 
vention a success. The programme which was gotton up by 
this committee with the assistance of the Secretary J. E. Digby, 
McKees Rocks, was a handsome publication, while the banquet 
mentt was a inodel of tasteful printing, bearing on its cover a 
portrait of the President, George V. Thompson of Mt. Jewett. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The Presidential Address of George V. Thompson, Mt. Jewett 
consisted in part as follows: 

[ hold that it is the duty of every Hardware merchant to not 
only become a member of this State Association but to attend 
‘ts annual meetings. If for no other reason I would say that 
it is neccessary for you to do this in order to get away from 
your labors for a short time and get a too often much needed 
rest. In years gone by the merchant made two or three annual 
visits to the city to buy goods, which gave him this needed re- 
creation, but now, with the angels of commerce, the traveling 
salesmen, chasing each other over the country and playing hide 
and seek as it were in your store trying to get at you to sell you 
goods, there is no need for you to go to the city to buy; but 
you do need rest and change of scenery, and I know of no 
better way of getting this much needed recreation than by 

\TTENDING YOUR ANNUAL HARDWARE CONVENTION. 
Some one has said that the Hardware merchant is supposed, as it 
were, to absorb the sterling qualities of the metal which he hand- 
les (with the possible exception of brass and steal.) Consequent- 
ly, we find him usually a leading citizen in the community in which 
he lives, working not only for his own interests but for the inter- 
ests of the entire community. 
WITH THE CHANGED CONDITIONS OF GRADE. 

serious questions confront the Hardwareman, and in order to 
make our influence felt we must be united. As one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence said, we must hang 
together or we will all hang separately, and this seems to express 
the present conditions of the retail Hardware business. .In- 
dividually we have little influence with either the manufacturer 
or jobber, but unitedly we have been able already to enlist a large 
number of both manufacturers and jobbers in sympathy with our 
eforts in combating unfair competition, and have succeeded to 
‘some extent in establishing our rights with.the trade as retail- 
ers, 

I would suggest as a future means of increasing the membership 
of our association and enlarging its usefulness that this convention 
consider the advisability of organizing a local association in 
each county, to meet every three months 

rO DISCUSS LOCAL CONDITIONS AND MATTERS 

of interest. This would afford an opportunity to instruct the local 
Hardwari merchants in regard to our State and National asso- 
cations and the benefits to be derived from the insurance features 
of same and would eventually result in a large increase in our 
membership. I would suggest that we also consider the advisabil- 
ity of asking the other State Association to join us in requesting 
the Jobber’s Association to have its members adopt a uniform 
width of invoice paper. Most of our filing devices will accommo- 
late a billhead 814 inches wide, but some invoices are narrower 
and some are so much wider that they have to be folded over on 
the edge where the figures are, and on account of the poor quality 
ot the paper in many instances the bill is soon worn out. 

THIS IS ONE OF THE SMALL WORRIES 
ot the retail Hardwareman and we think it could be remedied 
without inconvenience to any orie, and we believe if the jobbers’ 
‘tention were called to this they would cheerfully comply with 
Our request, 

I wish here to express our appreciation of the services of the 
‘rade papers in their untiring efforts to assist our organization

retai’ Hardware merchant who does not take and read at 
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least one of the trade papers can hardly be an up to date merchant. 
I would urge all our members to take advantage of the benefits

THE QUESTION BOX.

tion. It was taken up at several sessions and discussions of 
trade topics and problems were very generally participated in. 


M. L. COREY’S ADDRESS. 

An address was delivered by M. L. Corey, National Secretary, 
giving the history and growth of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association, relating to the work of the Joint Catalogue 
House Committee, and discussing the best methods of meeting 
catalogue house competition. 


PARCELS POST. 

The question of Parcels Post was thoroughly discussed and 
in fact was the principal point touched upon by T. James Fernley, 
Secretary of the National Hardware Association, who was 
present on the last day of the convention and made an cible 
addresss. 

THE INSURANCE COMPANY. 
was ably presented by its President, C. H. Miller of Hunting- 
don, who delivered an effective address on the subject. “The 
Best Insurance For You.” Mr. Miller sketched the history of 
the Mutual Insurance movement, reviewed its many advantages, 
especially to the Hardware merchant, and gave figures showing 
a steady annual growth in amount written of more than $300,000, 
the grand total now standing at about $1,250,000. 


JOBBERS SELLING CONSUMERS. 
The discussion of this subject was opened by J. F. Howe, 
Freedom, who delivered an able and practical address on the 
subject, “Shall Our Jobbers Sell Our Customers?” He was 
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followed by several other members, whose remarks and ex- 
perience showed that retailers in all parts of the state suffered 
from this evil. Mr. Howe said in part: 

If the question were, Shall my jobber sell to my customers? It 
would be a different matter and would require no discussion, as 
it could be settled individually by each retailer, and it has been 
settled for myself, for I always refuse to acknowledge any 
jobber as my jobber who sells to my customers, and right there 
is where the trouble has been. We have only been interested in 


SEEING THAT THE JOBBERS DID NOT SELL OUR TRADE, 


and have been indifferent as to whether he sold to our neighbor's 
customers or not. We must take hold of this matter in a different 
way if we would accomplish anything. We must consider every 
jobber who does business in the State as our jobber, and every 
customer of every retail store in the State just as though he were 
our individual customer. Nothing of any importance is ever ac- 
complished without some sacrifice. We must expect at least to 
make some small sacrifice in this matter if we accomplish any- 
thing. At a glance it looks easy to prevent the jobber from sell- 
ing customers. We know if every retail store in Pennsylvania 
should stop buying from Jobber “A,” he would 
CEASE TO BE A JOBBER FROM THAT MOMENT. 


He might think he was a jobber for a short time, like the 
snake Pat killed by cutting off its head. But you do not 
find it so easy to refuse to buy from the jobbers that sell to your 
customers. If the jobber distrusts you know he has been guilty 
of this offense in your neighboring town he will likely find some 
way of overcoming your prejudice. He will make concessions 
as to terms, or he will cut the price on some things, and thus 
you do not ‘stand by your brother retailer, who has been robbed 
by this jobber. No matter how favorable it may be for us to buy 
from him, we must not do it. We must keep in mind the in- 
terest of the retail trade. If you had an own brother in business 
in another town, would you patronize a jobber who sold direct 
to your own brother’s trade? Then you must consider every 
dealer as your brother, and every retail store as though you were 
a partner in it. Ah! but there is the rub. It is so hard for us 
to consider our neighbor’s welfare. Why should we interest our- 
selves in helping our competitor? We have sad recollections 
of instances where our competitor across the street did not seem 
to be especially interested in trving to help us get along. Well, 
that is another subject. That is 
; LEGITIMATE COMPETITION. 


But if some of our competitors have erroneous ideas of ways 
to get business, and cut prices too low, that would be a matter 
that likely should be talked over in our local associations, and 
there are any of us here from communities having no local 
organization, we should go home and organize one at once. But 

THIS JOBBER QUESTION IS OUR COMMON ENEMY. 
We retailers must understand that it is a mutual affair, and while 
we are looking out for the welfare of our competitors we are doing 
the very best thing possible for ourselves. Now, the jobber knows 
perfectly well that we have this situation entirely in our own 
hands. 

The jobbers have an association that establishes rules which 
the manufacturers respect. But the jobber knows the frailties 
of human nature, and he knows the retailers will not stick to- 
gether, or at least they never have. But we have come to a 
point where we must take hold of this subject. If the jobber 
does not encroach on you now, he very soon will. 

Before we had a Retail Hardware Association we had no re- 
dress. At the most 


WE COULD ONLY REFUSE TO BUY FROM SUCH JOBBERS. 

But with this organization, with 300 members, we not only 
have redress, but absolute prevention If we only stand by 
each other we can wipe out this evil that is doing more to 
demoralize the retail Hardware trade than any other one thing. 
Perhaps some here think I am exaggerating this matter, that 
the jobbers are not really doing us much harm. Any one who 
says this is ignorant of the facts. Any one who has looked into 
this question knows they are. They are doing a great deal 
more harm than many of us realize. Every time a jobber sells 
a consumer an article at a wholesale price he is doing us an 
injustice by t taking that much ‘trade away, and he is doing many 
times more injury by the demoralizing and disturbing in- 
fluence it has on our trade. For all the neighbors and friends 
of this customer would know about it, and many of them would 
think they had been charged too much by the retail dealer. Many 
people cannot understand that the expense of conducting a 
business necessitates our selling goods at a considerable advance 
over jobbers’ prices. Every time a jobber sells one of your 
customers an article at a wholesale price he is surely 


FORCING YOU TO CUT DOWN YOUR LEGITIMATE PRICE, 


whether vou realize it or not. 

I beg of you not to become passive about this, and accept it 
as one of the conditions that must be borne. It is not a “survival 
of the fittest.” It is not a natural state of affairs that has 
come about in a legitimate way. I am the last man to protest 
against anything that makes for progress, and by progress I mean 
conditions that tend to make the mass of people more com- 
fortable and happy. If any retail store can legitimately supply 
my customers with what they want, can serve their needs 
better and furnish them with the comforts and luxuries of life 
for less money than I can (continuously, I mean, not spasmod- 
ically,) then I will get out of the way and let them do it, and 
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I will not whine about it, either. But I will pr against 
helping to build up, and equip, and arm, any pir oldie 
craft that will turn their guns on me and my friends. is thing 
is illegitimate, and will eventually work to the undoing -{ the ; job- 
ber as well as of us, for their prosperity depends up if pros- 
perity. If we cannot sell goods at a profit, we wil! n cease 
to be their customers. By their cutting in and takine e cream 
of our trade they are lessening our ability to buy from them. 
They are 
KILLING THE GOOSE THAT LAYS THE GOLDEN FE; 

We have given the jobber our trade, and built up “or him a 
position that gives him an unfair advantage when it . to re- 
tailing. You can all see why this is so. 

We all know he could not afford to come 25, or or 100 
miles from his house to get a few small orders from the con- 
sumer alone, at wholesale prices, and he would not ‘hink of 
doing it. If the retailer would not buy from him, :; he was 
sent out after this consumer’s trade, he could not a: to do 
it unless he got a price approximately what any oth etailer. 
local, or otherwise, would have to ask for the same ¢ But 
you see he is already here, he is on the spot. The trade your 
retail stores have given him has paid all his expenses, so it 
doesn’t cost him anything to sell that bill to the consumer. Of 
course he can undersell you under such circumstance: ; these. 
Right here is where he has turned traitor. Up to this time he, 
the jobber, and you have been honest partners. He furnishes 
you the goods at a certain price, you invest your money, stack 
the goods up on the shelves, and retail them out as wanted. at 
a certain advance. Now he sees a chance to get a part of your 


profits as well as his own. And 
HE IS DOING MORALLY AN ILLEGAL THING, 


just as much as if he were violating a _ written  con- 
tract, for there is always the implied agreement tl if the 
jobber solicits the dealer’s trade he will not sell to the consumer, 
The fact that he sells to consumers only in towns where he 
fails to get an order from a dealer is no excuse for him. Some 
dealers have bought and continue to buy from him or he would 
not be here at all. This particular jobber robs your trade, and 


another robs mine. What we must do is to exterminate this 
mongrel breed. 

Every one, jobber and retailer, knows the facts exist as ] 
have stated. Both sides know it is not fair. To whom should 
we look to correct it? To the jobbers? Certainly not. ‘They 
are satisfied, as they are getting the best of it. Then it is from 
the retailers themselves that the remedy must come. 

THE REMEDY IS SIMPLE AND EFFECTIVE. 


If every member of this association will only buy from jobbers 
vho do not seli to consumers, neither in his own town nor in any 
other town, then one serious trouble of the retailer will be ended. 


We ask nothing unreasonable, we only ask the jobber to play the 


game according to the rules.

Parcels post and catalogue houses are the two great evils confront- 
ing every retail Hardware merchant. We, in our association work, 
have been constantly discussing ways and means among ourselves, with 
not only the catalogue house and farmer as our opponents, but proba 
bly our greatest obstacles, and those who have done more to foster tnese 
movements, are those who should be our best friends, the jobber and 
manufacturer. 

First the jobber nursed ihe cataloguer and supplied his wants so long 
as they could do it at a profit and keep the facts from the retailer, then 
the manufacturer whose goods had not already been supplied began to 
get uneasy because his name did not appear between the covers of such 
an immense catalogue, and he sought their patronage, until now near- 
ly every well-known brand of Hardware is listed. 

Only too late did these good friends of ours discover that there 
were Hardware retailers and that their requests ought to be given ear, 
When, about two years ago, one of the leading jobbers, through a let- 
ter to the Iron Age, ignited the fuse and the bomb exploded, the result 


of which was the appointment of the joint catalogue house committee, 
& report of which we shall hear.

During the year just closed 

SUME [IMPORTANT POSTAL DECISIONS AFFECTING CATALOGUE HOUSES 
have been made. In April it was decided that nothing but mail, and 
that properly stamped, should be placed in United States mail boxes. 
This prevented the distribution of catalogues by rural free delivery 
men after they had been shipped by freight to the home of the govern- 
ment employee. 

October 4th Assistant Postmaster General Mr. DeGraw ordered that 
the delivery of mail on rural routes should be by box number only and 
that the postmaster issue without charge, lists of numbers of all per- 
sons receiving mail on routes issuing from his office. A little later, 
When Postmaster General Cortelyou reached Washington, 500 protests, 
by mail and telegram, from Hardware merchants and organizations 
rtinecipally, were awaiting him. The order was promptly held up. 

At the present time, however, the danger is in consolidating third 
and .ourth class matter at a rate of 8 cents per pound. The only 
~xcuse for this seems to be the inability of the postmasters to dis- 
tinguish between third and fourth class matter, and to overcome this 
annoyance the officials would increase the already immense deficit of 
$22,000,000, build up the catalogue house and eliminate the country 
merchant. 

Now, brother Hardware men, it behooves us to keep our eyes on the 
Ifardware reports, and should such dangerous rulings again take place, 
be “Johnny on the spot’? with your protest; and next time remind 
the officials that the Hoosier state is awake and, in place of being 500, 
let there be 1,000 to protest against such injustice. 

We hail with open arms the proposition at the southern jobbers’ con- 
vention to adopt one standard size for all catalogues of jobbers and 
manufacturers. In ten years hence to glance back at our catalogue 
eases would be as to compare the Hardware shop of 20 years ago to 
the modern store of the present. 

If some other philanthropist now should suggest, and the sugges..on 
be heeded, that manufacturers put up their product in boxes properly 
glued together, with a cover to lift off without the end breaking out, 
the Hardware man’s troubles would be fewer. This is too good to 
hope for, however, and we shall content ourselves and receive Pope s 
farriers’ knives and Philadelphia casters tied up in cheap paper packs, 
just as they have been as many years as my experience Is old. 











I would suggest here that by refusing, as much as it is advisable, 
to buy such articles as are put in ungainly packages, when just as 
good may be had of other brands, will assist largely in improving the 
condition. 

In every convention which I have ever attended in Indianapolis 

WE HAVE DICUSSED THE MUTUAL INSURANCE QUESTION, 

and two years ago we went so far as to investigate thoroughly the 
advisability of organizing such a company; but you will all remember 
that we found the laws of such a character that we deemed it advisable 
to abandon the idea for the present, and advised every member to take 
insurance in other state companies and the National Hardware Dealers’ 
Mutual. Many of you have followed this advice, and many wave not. 
Those who have have found it thoroughly satisfactory and a money- 
saver. Why more of you have not taken advantage of the opportunity, 
we do not understand. 

Statistics show that Hardware merchants in this state carry in- 
surance to the amount of $7,000,000. Of this, $350,000 is now carried 
in mutuals. The amount ought to be ten times $350,000 or $3,0v.,. 40. 

There are now five mutual fire insurance companies the safety of 
which is not questioned. In these each merchant can carry $15,000 
insurance, which, at the average rate of $1.50, the premium would be 
$225; and if only 30 per cent. were refunded, it would be a saving of 
$67.50. On $1,000 there would be a saving of $4.50. Think of it, 
and how many of you are permitting this to go into the hands of old 
line companies to pay fat salaries. 

Wake up, brother Hardware men, and if you are not carrying mutual 
insurance, do it when your first policy expires. I know whereof I 
speak, for our firm last year carried $9,000 in mutuals and received 
by return premiums $43.91. We couldn't attend conventions on cue 
refunds the stock companies paid us. 

The year 1905 was one of great activity in Hardware circles, few 
sudden changes in prices have taken place; and, so far as we know, 
our members have succeeded in doing a 

CLEANER, EASIER AND MORE SATISFACTORY BUSINESS 
than years previous. Some business changes have been reported, but 
with pleasure we report no deaths or failures, and with sincere regret 
we are compelled to report not even a birth. At this rate, boys. who 
will sell the Hardware to the next generation ?

Immediately following, the band was 
ealled into action and a Smoker was held, extending far into ine 
evening. 








THURSDAY MORNING. 
SECRETARY COREY'S REPORT. 


The Thursday Morning Session was opened when Secretary-Treasurer 
M. L. Corey submitted his report, which was as follows, in part: 

There have been iew complaints sent us during the past year. Those 
we received were mostly in the line of information as to policies of 
certain firms and this knowledge has been very useful. In several 
cases, by following this up, we have succeeded in securing better con- 
ditions. Several canvassers have gone over the State selling articles 
of little or no merit to Hardware stores and merchants in other lines. 
One of them had a powder that was claimed to make gasoiuue non- 
explosive. We are told on good authority that anything that would 
produce this would so affect the fluid that it would not be gasoline— 
that gasoline is only safe so long as it is known and treated as dan- 
gerous. If this be true we should be very careful in dealing with our 
customers, and not mislead them by recommending an article that 
might lead them to carelessly endanger life and home. 

Another party had a patent buggy paint for which wonders were 
claimed, but it really proved little better than the cheap tar roof 
paints so generally used. 

The general prosperity has started out a large number of these 
quacks, and as more of them are coming our way from other States 
we think it well to sound the note of warning. Any person exploiting 
some new fangled wonder, who persists in selling a quantity and de- 
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livers it and collects on the spot may well be regarded with suspicion 
One thing that often obtains an audience and favorable ¢ sideration 


for them is their practice in obtaining, on some pretext, one of your 
letter heads, which they produce in some other store wi: the state. 
ment that they have already sold to you, and even in instances 
claim that you have been tneir agent for years. When j turn thege 
fellows down don't give them your stationery that they may influ. 
ence others who may have confidence in your business ility, Re. 
port them to us, and if possible send a sample of what they « ll. We 
can help and protect each other in this way. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Our honorary and associate members numbered, in 1905, 117. Wo 
have never included them in our actual membership count. [f this 
were done, Indiana would to-day be very close to the hea the col- 
umn. We have gained about 100 new members since vur las; meeting 
and have lost a few old ones who have sold out or from other causes. 
During the last five years only four firms have request: iat their 
names be dropped from the membership roll. Some have yo} paid 
their dues and for this reason are out, but we believe ti his has 
been mainly the result of carelessness and not through any dissatis. 
faction or discouragement. The State Hardware Associations aro doing 
good wor. and they are here to stay; we have gained the confidence 
of the entire trade and we are growing stronger and more closely 
united with each succeeding year. 

EXHIBITS. 

Any one who will look over the displays that are exhibited here wil] 
readily realize that no one hotel could accommodate our crow In at- 
tempting to handle this combination on such a large scale we expeccea 
to make some mistakes and receive some criticism. We know this 
hall is not entirely suited or sufficiently well-arranged to accommodate 
such a crowd and still afford a suitable meeting place. We can only 
do our best, having in mind at all times that the success of this con- 


vention is the paramount question. Those exhibitors who give us the 
most consideration and co-operation will be the highest on the list for 
future favors. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Association took up the question of Mutual Fire Insurance. It 
is a question that appeals to all Hardwaremen, although the Associa 
tion as a specific organization does not possess such a company or- 
ganized under Indiana laws. The principal speaker on Insurance was 
A. T. Stebbins, President of the Minnesota Hardware Association. He 
said that a mutnal company had been in existence in Minnesota for 
six years. It takes risks on Hardware stores and dwellings owned by 
members of the Hardware Dealers’ Associations in any city, the maxi- 
mum risk for one firm being $3,000. 

QUESTION BOX. 

Secretary Corey then took up the question box and aunounced as the 
first problem to be dealt with, “Buying and Selling,” which is the 
more important for the retailer, and which can be better eliminated so 
far as the retailer’s personal attention is concerned. President 
Shidler declared that the selling end was by far the more important, 
inasmuch as the selling end could not be neglected without personal 
loss to the dealer. 


On a call for a vote, Secretary Corey discovered that, while almost 
all the dealers bought the goods themselves, only about 50 per cent. ask 
ed the opinion of their clerks before purchasing and only about 25 


per cent required their clerks to remain at hand while a salesman 
was discussing the relative points of advantage between his and other 
goods. 

THURSDAY EVENING 
was devoted to a vaudeville entertainment which occupied the atten 
tion of the delegates and consisted of instrumental music, illustrated 
songs, monologue turns, dancing, magic and biograph pictures. 


FRIDAY MORNING. 


Honesty and the conviction that the goods one is selling are the 
best on earth. These are the prime qualifications for success in mak- 
ing sales, according to the addresses made by traveling salesmen at 
this morning’s session of the Association. The various speakers could 
not tell the best methods of selling goods as that, they said, must be 
left to the individuality of the salesman and various other circum- 
stances, and would depend to a great extent on the characteristics of 
the buyer. Honesty and conviction as to the value of the goods to 
be sold were agreed upon by all of the speakers, however, as being the 
great essentials. The speakers were Charles B. Frame on “How } 
Sell Paint,’ with suggestions by E. L. Shuey; Irving L. Sibley on “How 
I Sell a Stove,’ with suggestions by W. T. Leekie; W. H. Weed on 
“How I Sell a Pocket Knife,’ with suggestions by E. H. Sutton; E. 
M. Bush, on “How I Sell Holiday Goods,’ with suggestions by W. H. 
Beegle; Sharon E. Jones on “How I School My Helpers.” The sug- 
gestions were in the form of supplementary remarks that in the ma- 
jority of cases were more extended than the original addresses. The 
election of officers, the reports of committees and the transaction of 
new and unfinished business usually completes the programme for the 
closing session of the Convention.

In this connection may be mentioned the recent order of the Wost- 
office department to Number the rural mail boxes, which was suspend- 
ed through the influence of this and allied organizations, and pres 
sure should be brought to bear that it may be finally rescinded. 

A great deal has been accomplished by our organization in combating 
catalogue house competition, primarily through our affiliation with the 
National Association; most of our 

LARGE AND REPUTABLE MANUFACTURERS AND JOBBERS 
absolutely refusing the patronage of these concerns. There still re 
mains .much to do along this line, and only by a united pull can we 
attain the desired end. 

The freight question should receive thorough consideration by 4 
proper committee, to adjust the slow and tardy transportation, the 
overcrowding of freight cars, resulting in much damage and breakage. 
and the impossibility of getting shipments unloaded in a complete man 
ner at local points throughout the state. 

Another stumbling block in the path of the retail Hardware dealer 
which is becoming more prevalent every day is the 

DISTRIBUTION OF STANDARD HARDWARE LINES 

by jobbing grocer houses to the general stores and corner groceries 
throughout the country, thereby greatly demoralizing prices and 
creating objectionable competition to the regular hardware dealer. 
This is one of the hardest forms of competition we have to meet, and 
can only be abated by forceful and persistent representations to the 
manufacturers themselves, and I would urge the association to adopt 
resolutions tending toward this end. 

The old time nuisance of the traveling stove peddler has again been 
attracted to our state by the prevailing prosperity, much to the de- 
triment of the legitimate dealers. Gentlemen, we ourselves are to 
blame for this condition, as the question has been agitated before 
without having received proper attention on our part. I trust you 
will see the necessity of a legislative committee to take this matter 
in firm hands and either abolish it by a proper enforcement of eX 
isting laws, or see that such measures are passed as will effectually 
do away with the nuisance. 

Special Brands have been the subject of a great deal of discussion 
in trade papers during this past year, and it might be wel! to ascer 
tain the feeling of the Nebraska hardware men upon this question 
before the close of our sessions. 
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ALL THESE MATTERS SHOULD BE DISCUSSED 


and acted upon in their proper order, and I would urge upon every 
member the importance of taking an active part in these discussions, 
as well as bringing before the convention any new ideas or suggestions 


“for the good of the order” which may occur to him.

FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE RETAIL TRADE. 
We naturally have our close personal friends, personal friends by 
reason of periodical contact, frequent contict with the jobber, and 
we naturally appreciate the jobbers efforts in- distributing our goods. 
But we appreciate beyond that, that you zentlemen are the bulwarks 
of our business, and you are the gentlemen who come in direct con- 
tact with the consumer, and it is the consum:r naturally whom we 
are after. You are therefore of the first ass.+tance to us in dis- 
tributing our goods. Let me say a word for one moment, however, 
regarding the association work, that I think is a very good sign of 
better times coming and we find such growth among the retail dealers 


associations. We have now in this country a great association re- 
presenting the retailer, an association representing the jobbers, as 
well as association representing the manufacturers. It is quite 


proper that questions of immediate concern 


SHOULD BE DISCUSSED BY EACH INDIVIDUAL AND SEPARATELY. 
But after all the aims of each branch are nearly coincident: our 
interests are always parallel, we certainly have interests in common. 
And during the past two years there has been two immensely im- 
portant questions considered by these various associations. questions 
of interest to all of those who are interested in the handling of 
Hardware or in the making of it. Probably one of the greatest 
misfortunes we suffered in the handling of those great questions, in 
my judgment, has been a spirit of enmity which has been engendered 
through a desire to place the blame for the eril. Such a feeling is 
not only necessary but highly injurious to our common cause. What 
difference does it make who is to blame. The great question is 

HOW CAN WE REMEDY THE EVILS. 

That should engage our attention. I look forward to a time when 
these three interests—the retailer, jobber and manufacturer—can 
be brought together in harmony. Surely a spirit of fairness. of 
frankness and square dealing will hasten that day. And when that 
day comes we will find a power which can deal with these great 
questions in the way in which they should be dealt with. 

I promised your president that I would not consume more than 
five minutes. I think I have about taken that time now. (Voices: 
Go ahead. Go on.) But gentlemen I want to thank you all most 
sincerely for the courtesy extended to me as representing the manu-

THE HARDWARE STORE; ITS PAST, PRESENT AND 
FUTURE. 
By J. H. McGratu, Hastings, Neb. 

In dealing with this subject, “THE PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE 
OF THE HARDWARE STORE,” I shall say very little of the past, 
but deal more with the present and future, as they are of the vital 
importance to us. ; 

The “Pioneer” hardware merchant and his store are, indeed, a 
thing of the past, as new conditions have arisen in almost every 
phase of the business. 

Dealing with the present Hardware store is of the most interest to 
us, and this is 

CERTAINLY A RESOURCEFUL SUBJECT. 

The present day hardware business, is, in my estimation, the best 
and most comprehensive of retail trades. The present day Hardware 
man must be the keenest, broadest, and most diligent of business men. 
Competition has grown so keen in certain channels, especially illegiti- 
mate ones, that he must indeed, be a merchant of great ability, if 
he would succeed. It is of the abuses and wrongs that exist to-day, 
that I wish to speak of at more length, and, especially among these, 
in the continual raising of prices by some manufacturers. (This 
is working the greatest hardship on the retail dealer.) It is the 
stove manufacturer, that in my opinion, has grown most greedy, and, 
it would seem, under present conditions, he would be the slowest to 
raise his prices. I mean by present conditions, not prices on pig 
iron, coke and steel, but the competition that is arising. 

There are to-day, more big concerns selling pretty good stoves 
direct to the consumer than ever before, and selling them at as 
low or even lower prices than the retail merchant can buy the same 
grade of goods. A short time ago, one of the largest mail order 
houses purchased a very extensive stove works in “Chicago. This 
means these people will be at the mercy of the manufacturer and 
in all probability, will sell better stoves in- the future for less 
money than they have in the past. Take, for instance, the recent 
advance in stoves was wholly in my opinion unwarranted. You ask 
the manufacturer why he advances the price on his stoves and he 
will tell you he is giving you a better stove than aay one else on earth, 
at less money, also that “pig iron’’ has gone up, yet in the same 
breath, he will tell you that the raw material, used in making stoves, 
is hut a fraction of the cost of the stove. I am told by good authority 
that the “Blood raw” cost of stoves to the manufacturer, is less 
than one third, yes one fourth the selling price to the retailer, and 
this is why I say the manufacturer is working the greatest of hard- 
ships on bis agents, the retailers. It is quite true, he is giving us 
a better stove to-day than ever, but we are paying a great deal more 
for it, also, the hardest part of this continual price raising, is for 
the retailer to make his customer believe stoves are worth 5 per 
cent. more to-day than yesterday, besides, it constantly grows harder 
for us to make him believe that our stove is worth 2 or more times 
in value than a mail order house stove or a “Kalamazoo direct 
to you.” 

This seems to be an Era of Price Raising. Other manufacturers 
in fact, nearly all have given us a raise in prices about as fast as 
new discounts could be printed, but none of them affected us, in my 
estimation, as much as the one just mentioned. 

In dealing with the present, there is much being said and agitated 
just now about the 

MAIL ORDER SUPPLY HOUSES, 

and in reading these arguments in the different trade journals, one 
finds, sometimes a good deal that is amusing along with the serious 
part of it. In recent issues of the different Hardware journals, there 
has been a great deal of discussion on this subject, especially among 
the manufacturers, and in most cases, you find the manufacturer lays 
most of the blame on the jobbers and retailers, ecpecially on the 
retailers, says he is inconsistent and asleep. 

I was greatly amused at a certain manufacturer’s discussion on 
this subject in a recent issue of the Hardware Dealers Magazine. 
In speaking of the evils of the mail order houses, he deplores the con- 
ditions of things, but goes on to say that the retailer, in most 
eases is fast asleep and does not hustle as he should. This same 
writer, also says he cannot understand why retailers wish to handle 
jobbers brands of goods in preference to the old STAND BYS. This 
writer that cannot understand these conditions had best wake up 
himself, as he is the one FAST ASLEEP, for out of a dozen popular 
magazines and periodicals examined, I could not find an advertisement 
of any of his goods, while I found several jobbers brands of goods ex- 
tensively advertised. The manufacturers, to my mind, with a few 
exgeptions, have done very little towards helping the retailer fight 
the monster catalogue houses, while the jobber has been our good 
friend and helped us at all times, leastwise, I have never called on 
him to help me out and been refused. The past year has been a 
good and fruitful one for the mass of Hardware dealers, prices have 
been good, demand has also exceeded the supply. There has been 
a great deal of money in circulation and collections in most local- 
ities have been good. This one phase of the business must be watched 
very closely as when business is good and times are good, merchants 
as a rule are inclined to be a little too lenient with credits. In 
dealing with the future, prospects, as a whole, are bright. There is 
a demand for better class of goods than ever. 


THE FUTURE HARDWARE MAN MUST ADAPT HIMSELF TO FUTURE CON- 
DITIONS, 

as my prophecy is that his store will become a store of specialities 

more and more, and that is if he would succeed, he must, himself, 
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become a specialist in every phase of the business. 
The present demand is for much better goods than eyer before 


which gives the merchant a chance for better profits, also lables him 


to add new lines of goods, especially profitable ones. To are the 
ones to be on the look out for. I have found that a mighty good 
investment was store fixtures of the first class order, nice show 
cases, wall cases ete. which makes your store attractive. These 
things ore good, silent and profitable partners. Summino up this 
article, I would suggest that we stick closer to the profitable inte 
do more business for profit and less for glory. Be a «ood friend 
to your home competitors, have more confidence in him and bye and 
bye, He will have more in you. As I have said, to plac the future 
Hardware store second to none, we must keep in very close touch with 
one another and I know of no better and successful way than through 
our present Hardware Dealers Association. ‘

Stand by your jobber, he who is ever 
READY TO HELP PROTECT YOUR BUSINESS, 

who has stood by you when sailing was hard. Those times may come 
again, our interests are so closely allied that they are a unit. Then 
show your appreciation and loyalty by at all times giving them the 
support and advantage of your business. Do this and it will not be 
necessary for them to stamp their invoices: WE DO NOT SELL CAT: 
ALOG HOUSES. 

We all realize the great things it is possible to accomplish by per- 
fect cooperation, to do this it becomes necessary to get our competitors 
interested in what the association, with the united efforts of the Hard- 
ware men of the country is doing for him. ‘This is a matter that 
should be plainly presented to every dealer in Nebraska. 

To 

SHOW THEM WHAT THE ASSOCIATION HAS DONE, 

can and will do, what the organized efforts of the Hardware dealers 
of the world, is a question, that should be of interset to any man who 
still has enough life left in him to transact business. Sut while the 
association stands ready to give us all possible assistance they cannot 
do it all, it is for us to help the good work along. Our organization 
has grown, we are justly proud of it, but as yet we have not to exceed 
one third of the dealers of our state enrolled, these are the fellows 
we are after, we want them, they need us, the association wants us 
all. How best to present this proposition to them that it shall touch 
a responsive chord is a matter for our consideration. To get them to 
join the association is what we all want, for in numbers we get strength 
and unity, when this can be brought about then it is possible to make 
our organization more complete by perfecting-local organization. which 
is a matter of great importance and financial benefit to all dealers. 
especially in the country towns. This will not or cannot be brought 
about by sitting in your office criticising your competitors and their 
methods of doing business. 

Merchants are generally apt to find fault with their neighbors in- 
stead of seeing their own. The broad minded dealer is he who gets 
around, calls on his competitor, talks over business conditions. at the 
same time realizing that his neighbor has the same right to do business 
as himself. LEARN YOUR BUSINESS. 

Extract from it the secrets of success. There is no mistaking the 
fact, that a reputation for thoroughness gives power and inspires 
confidence. 

How is it with our complaining friends who spend altogether too 
much of their time in worrying over the galling competition of the 
catalogue houses and see bad local conditions. In many cases not cir 
cumstances but their own lack of confidence is what helps to make 
them. Do what you can to make these circumstances better. Be 
thorough, for all slip-shod efforts are fatal to success. Cultivate high 
ideals, sound, healthy and generous business methods, make money for 


that is what we are in business for, each trying to make tne trade 
better for his having been in it. . 
In my opinion, if these same men would devote one half the ime 


they do in worry over existing conditions, to 


STUDYING METHODS TO MEET AND BETTER THEM. 
and of cultivating more intimate acquaintances and a better business 
understanding with their neighbors, a great deal of good might be 
accomplished, better prices maintained, better social relations, more 
money in the Hardware business, and more pleasure in life. 

You are then in a position to go to him and show him the mutual 
benefits to be obtained by becoming a member of the association. And 
with it will come better business relations, a more complete understand- 
ing, a perfect local organization, which when affiliated with the state 
and national, we are then lined up to get results and reap the benefits 
of our labors. And this is along the line of what I should call com- 
rlete organization.

ADVERTISING A STORE IN A COUNTRY TOWN. 
By J. C. MCPHERSON, OF HATGLER. 

Advertising a store in a country town is a question that has kept 
us guessing for the past eighteen years. 

Our experience has been that a satisfied customer gives the best 
results, but to get that customer satisfied and to hold his trade is the 
question we would like to answer in a manner that our fellow Country 
Hardware Dealers would read with profit by improving on these sug- 
gestions. 

We will try to illustrate in the first place the Country Hardware 
Merchant, striving to make a living by selling goods at a profit. 

Now any one can sell goods, but to sell goods at a profit, is the 
point. We find our sales increase as we bring on new styles of up 
to date goods that have merit. All we do is to ecall our customers at- 
tention to any article of this kind and in a few weeks his neighbors 
are asking to see them. 

We have already made many sales on sewing machines by writing 
our lady customers, stating we had the best sewing machine that money 
and brains could produce 

WITH PRICES THE LOWEST, QUALITY CONSIDERED. 
We have sold typewriters to parties that never thought of typewriters 
in particular until we approached them in this manner. 

In regard to newspaper advertising, our method is to get our adver- 
tisement to call special attention to goods advertised in most of the 
leading magazines that have established retail prices. We wii use 
the Bread Mixer for example. As soon as a lady finds we carry articles 
advertised in her magazine, at same price, she becomes interested and 
in most cases we can place her on our list of customers. 

We have sold a Bread Mixer to one of these customers, who liking the 
machine, and finding it far superior, with less labor to the old mixing 
process, confided same to her neighbors and friends and the result was 
one half dozen mixers were sold. 

We never fail to approach a catalogue customer and show him some 
article that has an established retail price in his catalogue. We will 
use for example, the Target Rifle. In this way we get him interested, 
then we show him a saw or hatchet, of special brand, and let him look 
them over telling him of their merit. The article speaks for itself. 
He readily sees the difference between a good article and a poor one. 

By displaying a good pair of scissors that had the best of qualities, 
such scissors that have patent washers, etc., to keep scissors firm and 
in place, we have the lady interested and she and her friends call 
again. 

We find that 

CHEAP MADE GOODS ARE THE POOREST INVESTMENTS, 
still they are necessary, for the reason the Catalogue Houses make 
them a specialty, pricing same at a close margin, they making their 
money on better lines of goods. 

We have an alphabetical list of all the residents tributary to our 
town and we never fail sending this list to the Jobber or Manufacturers 
who advertise through the mail, stating that we are their local dealers 
and distributers. 

Another method we have of advertising is the display, we plan, from 
time to time, of goods arranged in front store windows. We find that 


ORDERING GOODS IN SMALL QUANTITIES IS A WINNER, 
less goods to get shop worn, and less chance to cut prices ,to get quant.- 
ty reduced and in this manner we move our money quicker and can 
handle a larger variety of goods. 

Another good advertiser is when an article called for is out, we show 
our customer we have same in our catalogue with price, and order it 
for him as soon as possible, calling his attention to article wuen he 
Calls again. We have made an impression on him that he is not 
afraid to express. We find having goods on hand that is calleu for 
Makes our customer a winning advertiser for us. 
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A clerk with ideas, who studies what he sells a customer and is 
posted on the service an article will give and practically knows the 
needs of our customers and takes the responsibility of a sale or a 
settlement is one of the best paying advertisements we have. 

The last number of the afternoon programme was an address, “Push. 
ing The Business’ by P. A. Krause, of Albion, a subject to which he 
did full justice.

They do this because they realize that although everybody in their city who might possibly buy goods of them does not know 
them; they all know of the advertised article. They realize at the same time, that it is of much importance to proclaim the 
fact that they stock these advertised articles which are se well-known in their community. Whether a woman has ever been 
in John Smith’s or John Jones’ store makes no difference. If she wants to buy JAP-A-LAC or some other advertised article. 
she will go to whichever store keeps it, as soon as she knows they keep it. Neither Jones nor Smith lose identity in a case of 
this kind; they thus get an opportunity of making a permanent customer out of this woman. 

Thousands of customers are diverted from one store to another every day in the year because of some particular article 
they can get in one store and not another. A store that keeps the articles which are most in demand, is therefore the larg- 
est gainer of this floating trade. We believe you are sharp enough to not let the trade float, if you once get hold of it. Yor

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 


Never has a new year brought with it such a volume of 
business as we see to-day; and this by no means appears to be 
confined to any one section of the country, or to any particular 
class of trade. Some departments of the Textile trade are com- 
plaining that the mild weather has seriously affected their bust- 
ness for the worse, in preventing the sale of winter goods; but, 
on the other hand, the open weather has encouraged outdoor 
work and building, to such an extent that almost all lines of Iron 
and Steel report an unprecedented trade for this season of the 
year. The Iron and Steel production for the month of January 
broke all records, which is al! the more unusual for the reason 
that January is usually an off month, as trade and traffic are apt 
to be hindered by snow blockades, and extreme cold weather. 
The papers tell us the production of Tron and Steel is now run- 
ning at the rate of 25,000,000 tons per year; which represents an 
almost incredible increase over the production of ten years ago. 
Up to this time all of this enormous output has been readily ab- 
sorbed, and the manufacturers tell us that premiums are still 
being paid for prompt deliveries of certain materials. How long 
this wonderful demand will last is a very difficult question to 
answer, but for the present there seems to be no immediate dan- 
ver of commercial indigestion. The Hardware trade appears to 
be getting its full share of the volume of business, and it is no- 
ticeable that orders coming in from the dealers are very much 
more liberal than in previous years, as dealers in general seem to 
look for a large demand this spring. and show their confidence 
by liberal purchasing. Jobbers are busy, and it is a matter of 
common report that figures of jobbing trade for both January 
and February show a large increase over those of previous years. 

Prices are steady and while comparatively few changes are 
announced they are mostly in an upward direction, and the enor- 
mons demand is already developing a shortase on some lines. 
Screen Wire Cloth, for example, is alreadv well sold up by the 
leading manufacturers, and it is doubtful whether any additional 
Cloth can be obtained today. The demand for Poultry Netting 
is also unusually large. but as vet there has never been a short- 
age on this line. On Wire Cloth, however, the situation is differ- 
ent and an experience of years warns us that an actual scarcity 
and considerable higher prices mav develop before the season 
closes. During the past week the Axe men have been in session 
and we understand the axe pool has been abandoned with the 
result that the’ market is now an open one, and this will probably 
cause somewhat lower prices. This, however, is to be about the 
only weak spot in the market, and it is caused simply by the 
change from artificial to natural conditions. The demand for Nails 
and Wire is also quite satisfactory, and it is intimated that slight- 
ly higher prices may be expected on these commodities before the 
BippDLE HARDWARE Co.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 


Either increase in population, or increase in wealth, or increas- 
ed desire for comfort, or altogether keep up prosperity, trade 
papers perhaps have more influence in creating demand than 
they have credit for. Everybody seems to be surpassing them- 
selves making new records, that it hardly seems possible to 
maintain unless the country is making prodigious progress. Con- 
sumers are not buying goods for future and retailers stocks are 
not excessive. There is some confusion in price caused by the 
custom of forming pools among manufacturers based upon 
gentlemanly agreements, under the control of a commissioner 
who promises to make the members of the pool all rich in a 
vear or two, and ends in disaster to any business involved. In 
the recent ones the commissioner seems to be the only one 
benefited. Cut-throat competition results when such pools are 
disbanded and the men who have kept their contracts, feeling 
they have been tricked, decide to hold their trade at any sacri- 
fice, and make goods. A few lines are badly demoralized just 
now through such pools causing a decline of 50% when the 
price should have remained steady or advanced. Fortunately 
the late ones have proved such failures manufacturers will be 
likely to avoid them hereafter. January was a banner month, 
and February is fully keeping up the pace, making a promising 
outlook for 1906. The effort to excell is an American trait and 
it develops ingenuity, energy and push. It may tend to os- 
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lerize, but it promotes vigor and prevents the accumulation of 
rust. Business life may be shorter in time yet larger in result. 
Arnold of Rugby, once said, that most of the trouble of this 
world comes from effort to preserve present conditions, and 
this does seem to cause a good deal of distress, so that consis- 
tency in a changing world is not always commendable, and it is 
probably true that credulity has caused more harm in the 
world than scepticism. To make conditions, instead of being 
victims of them, makes life strenuous, but it makes it successful, 
and if we can bear the strain it soon ceases to be a drudgery.

All lines of trade, foreign and domestic, wholesale and 
retail, continue excellent. San Francisco is showing wonderful 
industrial and commercial activity. Real estate operations con- 
tinue large and brisk and the way the city is rushing along with 
the erection, new buildings, mercantile and residential, has never 
been exceeded, even in the famous flush days of ’49. There are 
no dull times in San Francisco, nor anywhere else on the coast, 
for that matter. Since last report the weather has been partly 
cloudy and warm in all parts of the State. Light rain fell im 
all sections at short intervals, and heavy rains occurred in port 
tions of South California and the reservoirs of the State are 
well filled and all streams are running in great volume, insuring 
abundance of water for irrigation during the season. And what

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frozen hard. Additions to it may be expected in this month and 
next. That the snow is deep and frozen means that it will lie 
until gradually thawed in the Spring and Summer, and then the 
water released by the sun will give supplies to the streams for 
irrigation at the time of need, and it will also give the water 
for electric power and its other uses in mining. Last year, 
though the rains were abundant and irrigation did not suffer, the 
lack of plenty of frozen snow abridged the mining season and 
reduced the year’s output of the precious metal. 

Everybody in California, especially Hardwaremen, Implement, 
Stove and Tinware dealers, like to hear of Eastern people com- 
ing to this State. When the HArpware man called for news 
early this sixteenth morning of the current month he found in 
his ofice, J. H. M. Thayer, the new manager of the Olympic 
Arms and Hardware Company, recently from the Boston house 
of Frye, Phipps & Company. Mr. Thayer was reading the 
morning paper and said: ‘“‘Here’s a good item of interest to the 
trade,’ and he read aloud from the paper as follows: ‘The 
overland railroads have made great preparations for handling 
the colonist trafic which begins to-day, February 15, from all 
Rastern centers, when the reduced one-way rates go into ef- 
fect, a fare of from $33 to $35 being offered from all central 
points, including Chieago, St. Louis and New Orleans. This 
rate will be in effect from February 15 to April 15. Within a 
fortnight there will have started for this coast not fewer tnan 
20,000 persons. The Southern Pacific expects to carry between 
40,000 and 50,000 persons, the Santa Fe between 15,000 and 18,0v0 
and the Salt Lake more than 12,000.” 

President A. A. Watkins of the Board of Trade of San 
Francisco, and the very active vice-president of the Hardware 
house of W. W. Montague & Co., was re-elected president this 
week and reported at the annual meeting of the Board of Trade 
that in twenty-nine years the board has handled 14,277 failures, 
with liabilities in total of $85,174,126; that the recoveries have 
amounted to the great sum of $40,173,160, or more than 47 per 
cent. of the liabilities. President Watkins asserted that by no 
process Of law, bankruptcy, attachment or other mode of pro- 
cedure could so large a share have been recovered. He also 
said that during the entire period of twenty-nine years since 
the board was organized there had been no shortage nor the loss 
of a single dollar through the officials of the board, which is 
saying a good deal for this graft disgraced State. 

For some little time the wholesale Hardware houses of Sac- 
ramento have been closing the doors of their stores from 12 noon 
to 1 o'clock p. m., and now it is noticed that this fashion is 
spreading to San Francisco. In speaking of the new rule, Frank 
Kiefer, treasurer of the Schaw-Batcher Company of Sacramento 
said: In wholesale houses the principal trade is the shipping 
business carried on with outside towns. Under the old rule of 
sending employes to their lunch all the way from 11 o’clock 
until 2, the force was demoralized. Under the new rule all may 
go between the hours of 12 and 1, and the result is altogetner 
better. In the aggregate the men accomplished more. ‘The only 
disadvantage is that it works to the detriment of local trade, 
but this is light in comparison with the shipping trade, as little 
business is ever done between the hours of 12 and 1 o'clock. 

Travelers report the establishment in Santa Rosa, of the Santa 
Rosa Hardware and Machine Company; that Brady & Cassidy 
of Grass Valley, have purchased the Legg & Shaw Hardware Co. 
in Nevada City; that the A. M. Forbes Hardware Company at 
Vancouver, B. C., have added to their business can manufactur- 
ing and sheet metal works; that the Rainier Hardware Com- 
pany of Seattle was recently robbed of several hundred dollars’ 
worth of cutlery and revolvers; that the Duffy-Winship Com- 
pany has bought Louis Delsol’s implement and vehicle store at 
Lewiston, Idaho, and that the Hardware and implement house 
of the Fogg-Jacobs Company, St. Anthony, Idaho, has increased 
its capital stock to $50,000.

GLASS CUTTING ART. 

The transformation of a spadeful of fine white sand into a 
beautiful piece of cut glass 1s a most wonderful feat. It is a 
fact that requires the greatest skill, both of brain and hand, 
though the tools employed are not those of the artist’s studio, 
as a person might suppose, but rather those used in the machine 
shop, for the cut glass factory is a rough and workmanlike es- 
tablishment. 

A cut glass factory is a very interesting place to visit, one 
more so would be hard to find. Here a person can see the 
sand as, mixed with other material, it is poured into the furnace, 
drawn out again a molten mass, blown into the desired shape, 
after which it is sent to the “roughers,” who cut and polish until 
it comes forth a handsome shimmering wine glass, a beautiful 
punch bowl, or a decanter, as the case may be. 

Flint glass was discovered in England nearly three centuries 
ago, which was the only kind employed for making cut glass- 
ware. Glass that would stand cutting had been sought for many 
years, but up to 1630 only faint engravings could be made. Flint 
glass has greater density and power of refraction than the ordi- 
nary glass, and it is easier to manipulate. 

When the art of manufacturing ordinary glass was first dis- 
covered no one knows. Its invention dates from the earliest 
antiquity, and the honor of its discovery has been tested by 
several nations. As the oldest known specimens are Egyptian, 
its invention may with great probability be attributed to that 
people. It is mentioned as early as the fifth and sixth dynasty, 
and called “bashnu,” the “bijni,” and the articles made of it are 
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represenfed in the tombs of the period, while its fabrication is 
depicted in sepulchres of the twelfth dynesty, about 1000 B, 
sculptured designs showing glass blowers using long tubes just 
as they do to-day have been found in the ancient ruins of many 
Egyptian cities. Glass made centuries ago by the Egyptians and 
Romans was very beautiful. 

In the transformation from sand to glass the first step is the 
least interesting of all. For the production of glass that can be 
cut only one kind of sand, chiefly silica, is employed. This sand 
is only found in Berkshire Hills and in one place in Russia. 
It is, accordingly, very valuable, as sand goes, and its purchase 
is one of the large expenses that must necessarily be incurred by 
the cut glass manufacturer. It is almost as white as snow, and 
not any coarser than many brands of flour. When a car load 
arrives from the Berkshire Hills it is unloaded and dumped into 
the “mixing rooms.” Here are very large wooden vats in which 
the sand is mixed with red lead, potash, saltpetre, and other 
minerals, the exact composition being known only to the chief 
mixer or some member of the firm. The entire “batch,” as it 
is called, is then taken to one of the furnaces, located in another 
part of the building and melted. It requires a temperature of 
250 degrees to flux a glass mixture, while the temperature in 
the furnaces is generally kept at a higher degree, being about 
300. When melted the sand mixture is a beautiful rose colored 
mass, ductile, but not fluid. 

In a modern factory many furnaces are in constant use. They 
are constructed of brick thade particularly for the purpose. 
When the glass mixture is exactly at the right temperature, a 
“gatherer,” as he 1s termed, runs a long, hollow pipe into the 
molten mass, some, of course, sticking to the iron. Turning the 
iron over and over he gathers on the end of the pipe the amount 
of glass to be blown. 
do, for immediately after he collects the material he passes it 
to the blower. If it happens that the molten mass is not exactly 
in proper condition when the blower receives it, he will pass it 
to another helper, who reheats it in a “glory hole,’ a small 
furnace. 

In the event of a bonbon dish, a punch bowl, or some article 
without a handle and rather flat is required, the blower, when the 
Heated mass is in just the right condition, mounts a wooden 
box, places the molten ball in a rough iron mould—the shape of 
the article wanted—that he holds between his feet, expands his 
cheeks and begins to blow. A great bubble appears in the molten 
mass and the glass takes the form required. 

Then another helper takes a hand and the “blank,” as the 
article just blown is called, is conveyed on an asbestos covered 
wooden shovel to an oven, where it is gradually cooled. This 
oven is hot in the front and cold in the rear, and as the “blanks” 
slowly cool they are pushed farther and farther back until after 
several days they are sufficiently tempered to stand an ordinary 
temperature. And so at last the “blank” is ready for the cutter, 

When the article to be blown is a vase or a wine glass, no 
mould is used, but the blower, by constant turning of the melted 
ball on the end of the long pipe, alternately rolling the mass on 
a smooth iron plate and skilfully using a pair of compasses to 
assure the correct size, produces a perfect “blank,” the exact 
style required. 

Next comes the cutting, or more properly speaking, the “rough- 
ing.” After the “blanks” have been cooled properly they are 
packed in immense wooden trays, each pattern by itself. The 
trays are then removed to the cutting room, which is usually long 
and narrow, but exceedingly light. 

On each side of the room is a long row of wheels that give 
the impression, as a person enters the shop, of an immense num- 
ber of scissor grinding machines, such as are seen so often in 
the streets of Pittsburgh and other cities. These wheels are not 
all alike, save in one particular. Above each is a funnel-shaped 
receptacle for fine sand and water, the sand being the same as is 
employed in making flint glass. This mixture trickles down on 
the wheel against which the “rougher” is pressing the punch 
bowl or decanter upon which he is at work. The combination 
of sand and whirling wheel wears away on the glass until the 
latter is cut in proper depth. 

Before the cutter can commence his labor the design that is to 
be followed must first be marked upon the object that is to be 
cut. This marking is done with red lead, after a pattern before 
designed, either by the cutter himself or some fellow workman. 
Sometimes a firm offers a prize of $25, $50 and $75 to the work- 
man who designs the pattern that proves most popular when 
placed on the market. These competitions are generally held in 
March or February, but, of course, the prizes.cannot be awarded 
until several months afterward. 

After the pattern has been outlined on the “blank,” the work- 
man takes the bow! or vase, and, holding it against the sanded 
wheel, closely follows the design. He must be exceedingly care-

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ful not to cut too deep, for he might send the wheel 4; ht 
through the glass. At the same time too shallow a cut pi 
the design a rough surface that will not finish properly. 

The wheels employed for “roughing” are made of steel, of 
various styles, some with a sharp edge, and others are almost 
flat. Long practice is necessary before a “rougher” acquires the 
necessary skill for his work. Five years must be spent as an 
apprentice. 

After the “rougher” has completed grinding the design into 
the “blank,” he gives it to a “smoother,” who is just as much a 
“cutter” as a “rougher” is, only in his work a stone wheel jg 
used in lieu of a steel one. In “smoothing” the stones employed 
are all imported trom Scotland and England. They are two 
kinds, a light colored stone and a Yorkshire flay, or blue stone. 
Both are very expensive. 

The “smoother” goes over the design just as the “rougher” 
did, assuring in his way the smoothness of the grooves. After 
this is done the cut glass is given to the polisher. This indi- 
vidual uses a wheel, too, which is made of wood. Pumice stone 
is employed in lieu of sand, and the glass is polished until every 
tiny spot on its surface is as smooth as a man can make. After 
this it is given a good bath, rubbed dry, and emerges perfect in 
its crystal beauty. If the polisher neglects his work the glass 
is sure to be ruined, for his part of the process is just as impor- 
tant as the blowing or cutting. 

It is not frequent, however, that cut glass is ruined through 
carelessness. The cutters and polishers, as I have stated, must 
serve as apprentices before they are considered capable. 

When, however, the trade, or rather art, for glass cutting cer- 
tainly should be considered a fine art, is once learned, the work- 
man commands good wages and is almost sure of plenty of work. 
In fact, the demand for cutters, as I have been informed, now 
exceeds the supply. A few years ago there were only 250 glass 
cutters in the United States, but to-day there are 5,000. There 
is room for many more, but those who have learned the art are 
careful that the profession is not overcrowded. Never indeed 
has there been such a demand for cut glass as there is to-day. 

The time to finish a punch bowl is about three weeks. When 
a new pattern is designed a sample is made of it and photo- 
graphed, then catalogues are sent out to the public, and if orders 
are received additional articles of the new design are made. 
Owing to this very little cut glass is kept in stock, the work 
being done almost entirely on orders, although during a few 
months before Christmas the manufacturers are obliged to stock 
up in order to supply the holiday demand. This makes the last 
of the summer and the early fall the busiest season in a cut 
glass factory. 

Frequently in cutting the design is not wholly worked out in 
red lead on the “blank.” In this case the cutter must execute 
the design by his eye, just as an artist paints a picture. He 
must cut the lines exactly correct or the design will be ruined, 
for the angles and curves must be true or the glass cut will be 
spoiled. One of the finest pieces of cut glass ever made in the 
United States was the magnificent punch bow! presented to the 
late William McKinley. Of this bowl, it is said, two expert glass 
cutters worked for several weeks executing a pattern of stars, 
stripes and shields on a superb piece of glassware, weighing 
seventy-five pounds, which was, perhaps, the most magnifica 
piece of cut glass ever turned out of a factory. 

There is a great demand at present for cut glass wine glasses. 
Some few years ago plain glasses were all right, but now they 
must be cut. The day of colored glass is rapidly becoming a 
thing of the past, and there is to-day very little demand for it. 

The layman often wonders why cut glass is so costly, but when 
it is remembered the time that must be spent on a punch bowl or 
decanter before it is ready for the market, this surprise over 
the cost ceases. In addition to this the material of which the 
glass is made, and the matter employed in roughing and cutting 
costs quite a sum. In a large shop, where from 100 to 175 cutters 
are employed, nearly ten tons of sand are used in cutting alone, 
and remember this sand comes from the Berkshire Hills, hun- 
dreds of miles away. 

After a piece of glass is washed thoroughly it is sent to 4 
room where a number of girls in clean white aprons are at work. 
These girls take the cut glass and wrap each article carefully in 
brown paper, after which it is laid away on the shelves in the 
stock room to be shipped to some waiting customer. Every ar- 
ticle of glass blown and cut, no matter how small, is accounted 
for. It is very seldom that one gets away.

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Fourth Annual Convention of the Colorado Retail Hardware 
Association was held at the Adams, Denver, on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, february 7 and 8. The attendance was equal to anticipation not 
alone of members, but was unusually attended by the jobbers and 
manufacturers, who showed an interest to the fullest extent in all 
the work that was going on in this young and progressive Association ; 
the list of members having during the year increased to 175. Invita- 
ns had been extended to all the dealers and members in the State, 
- of whom were present, and fifteen new members were enrolled, 
The two days’ session was full of subjects of vital importance. The 
Parcels Post Bill, after considerable discussion, was made the subject 
» condemnatory resolution, copies of which will of course be sent 
to the National Legislators of the State. To further testify to the 
sense of the convention, every member present pledged himself to write 
a personal letter to his district Representative in Congress. The loy- 
alty of the Association was pledged to manufacturers and jobbers who 
will keep their goods out of the hands of catalogue houses, being decided

to give them preference always when purchasing. Manufacturers and 
Jobbers were very much in evidence by the numerous exhibits that were 
suitably displayed at the convention headquarters. 

At the opening session, which was presided over by President A. B. 
Meservey, it was decided to prepare a Question Box for future meet- 
ings. The Thursday morning session being almost entirely given over 
to a discussion of the catalogue house by S. Norvell of St. Louis, Ex- 
Governor Alva Adams, of Pueblo, and W. A. Gladden of Minneapolis, 
a manufacturer, also, spoke briefly, and said that he had always taken 
the position that the retail merchant and not the catalogue house 
should be the ultimate distributor to the consumer. It was decided 
that the word “Dealers” should be eliminated from the name of the 
organization so that hereafter it will be known as the Colorado Retail 
Hardware Association. 

The members were lavishly entertained, attending a Theatre Party

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

The LVresident of the Association, Albert B. Meservey, of Colorado 
Springs, then delivered his annual address, from which we make the 
following extracts: 

It means much when a busy merchant leaves his business to others 
and goes to these annual gatherings, and I am sure that everyone 
that has attended these meetings has been benefitted in a great many 
ways. We get acquainted with the different merchants of the State, 
and we are enabled to exchange views as to the best methods of doing 
business. I for one always 

LOOK FORWARD TO THESE ANNUAL MEETINGS 

with a great deal of pleasure and think the time spent at these con- 
ventions is well spent, for there are always points brought out that 
enable us to improve upon our ways of doing business. What we want 
in this State is to get every retail: Hardware dealer into this Asso- 
ciation. We have a great many, but we want them all, and the only 
way to get them is to invite and show them that there are benefits to 
be derived by joining an association of this character. 

The past year has been a good one for most of us; the trouble in 
the mining camps has been settled and most of the mines in our 
State have had the best year in their existence. The beet sugar indus- 
try, our coal mines, our sheep raisers, and our fruit districts have had 
a good year, which means that the Hardware dealer is bound to be 
benefited. 

Our secretary will, no doubt, in this report give us an outline of 
what has been accomplished by this association in the past year. 


WE HAVE HAD OUR GRIEVANCES AS USUAL, 


but they have all been settled to the advantage of the Hardware 
dealer. Some of them, such as the selling of ammunition to a large 
wholesale grocery house in Denver by the cartridge companies, have 
been discontinued, simply because we, as an association, comprised 
of .we leading Hardware dealers of the State, requested them to quit 
selling a house that, in a very short time, would have every “corner 
grocery’ in the State selling Cartridges. Do you think if there had 
been no Hardware Dealers’ Association, the manufacturer would have 
taken the agency for these goods away from this house? 

It was also largely through the efforts of this association that 
Woods Senafe Bill No.. 176 was passed and became effective on July 
7, of last year, a copy of which was sent to each of our members. 
We have at last succeeded in getting most of our prominent wholesale 
houses to refuse to sell catalogue houses, but as yet we have found no 
way in which to reach the manufacturer, and they still get what goods 
they want. Would it not be well for us, when we find any of our 
customers sending to those houses for goods, to have a quiet talk with 


WE WILL MEET ANY PRICE QUOTED 


by such houses, adding the freight, and in that way get them to leave 
the money at home insteau of sending it out of town. In our city 
we have a merchants’ association which has done a great deal toward 
getting people to trade at home. During the holidays they had a lot 
of cards printed—‘‘Trade at home” printed upon them. These cards 
were put on all the street cars. They also had slips printed—*“Patron- 
ize home stores’’—and all of the merchants were instructed to put 
these slips in their letters whenever they had occasion to write to 
parties living in the city. 

In this way we are striving to educate our people to the advantage 
of trading at home and getting them out of the habit of sending away 
for goods which in many instances they pay more money for after they 
have paid the express charges than they would have paid our home 
merchants for the same article. 





SECRETARY’S ADDRESS. 


The report of the Secretary, Davis Barkley of Fort Collins, explained 
the work of the Association during the past year, of which we give 
the following extracts. 

So far as I am able to learn, the majority of the people doing bust!- 
ness in this territory are confining their business to the legitimate 
Hardware channels. Some of them, however, are still selling to the 


Fair and Racket Stores. 

It is my opinion that our constitution and by-laws need quite a 
little adjusting, and would suggest to the committee on revision of 
by-laws to give this subject very careful consideration, particularly 
that section which refers to the time and place of meeting. I would 
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suggest that this section be made to read: That the annual meeting 
shall be held either in the month of January or February as the Execu- 
tive Committee may select. My reasons for this suggestion are that 
quite a number of our members are also members of the Lumber Deal- 
ers’ Association, and it would be much more convenient for both asso- 
ciationg to meet at the same time. 

I would recommend that the association send their new secretary 
over the State some time during the year in the interest of the asso- 
ciation ; at least 


SEND HIM TO THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS TO SOLICIT NEW MEMBERS 
and collect dues from those who have neglected to pay. No doubt our 
membership could be greatly increased by doing this. We need the 
new members and they need us. I would also recommend that he be 
sent to the National Association, which meets in Chicago in March. 
He will no doubt learn a great deal about association matters, and 
how to carry out his ofhcial duties.

HARDWARE REMINISCENCES. 


An interesting address was that of W. S. Wright of the Wright & 
Wilhelmy Company, Omaha, Neb., who is also President of the Na- 
tional Hardware Association. Mr. Wright, in reference to Hardware 
business conditions forty years ago, spoke in part as follows: 

But the main thing in which you gentlemen are interested and 
about which I would like to speak to you, is as to how at the present 
time we can make the greatest success of the Hardware business. 
That is a practical question, and we are here, I think, to discuss 
practical questions, to get practical ideas and endeavor to get out of 
this meeting some results that will benefit our business and make it 
not only larger but more profitable. Personally, I was thinking of 
that matter last night, and I don’t know of any way in which we can 
benefit our business more than to get next to our competitor. My 
opinion ig that your competitor is the best asset that you have. If 
you cultivate him 


HE WILL PAY YOU A BETTER MARGIN OF PROFIT 


than the best customer you have on your books, The way to cultivate 
him is to get him to join your association, and that is the first feature 
of the proposition. Bring him down here: let him meet a bright, 
capable, intelligent body of business men and get ideas in regard to 
developing wusiness and making more profit out of his business than 
he would otherwise do. If you can educate your competitor to the 
point where he is willing to make money out of his business, the 
chances are that your chances are very much more favorame than 
otherwise. 
THE MOST SUCCESSFUL MEN IN THE COUNTRY 

to-day are not the men who have been born with a silver spoon in 
their mouths, and who have had their affairs taken care of by somebody 
else; they have gone out and worked for it. They fought for it, and 
when they have won it they have appreciatec it, and the greatest 
strength to-day that any of you have in your business is the fact that 
you have worked to the extent of your ability to build that business 
up, and in that lies your greatest strength. It is a great deal of 
pleasure to me to convey to you the glad hand from the National 
Hardware Association. We feel that we are vitally interested in this 
work, and we are not only glad but willing to do anything we can 
to forward the interests of the retail trade. I am willing to admit 
that we are like the rest of you-——we are absolutely selfish, because

and the prosperity of the jobber means the success of the manufacturer. 
If we pull in that iine earnestly on this proposition there is not 
any question about the results.

He says: ‘You are selfish in the matter. All you want is to have me 
quit buying from catalogue houses so that you can hold me up.” On 
that account anything that will tend to educate the farmer to the 
advantage of buying in his home market, from his home dealer, Is a 
very material benefit.

of Trinidad, read a paper on the benefits derived from the Colorado 
Retail Hardware Association. 


S. NORVELL’S ADDRESS. 


S. Norvell, of the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Company, of St. 
Louis, and Chairman of the Wholesale and Retail Joint Committee, 
delivered a very ‘entertaining address on the Catalogue House compe- 
tition. Mr.-Norvell had not intended to speak on this subject but did so 
at the request of President Meservey in the unavoidable absence of 
another member of the Joint Committee who had been delegated to 
discuss it. He defended the campaign of publicity which had been 
followed in dealing with the matter and said that the policy to be pur- 
sued was for retailers not by organization but individually to make 
up their minds not to buy goods that are carried by catalogue houses. 


ADDRESS BY G. W. SIMMONS. 
An address was made by G. W. Simmons of the Simmons Hardware 
Company, St. Louis, who touched upon the efforts of his Company to 
aid the retail Hardware merchants in carrying on their business. 
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After alluding to various means in which the Simmons Hardware 
Company endeavored to co-operate with the retail Hardware merchants 
and give them assistance, Mr. Simmons concluded as follows: 

We of the younger generation are sticking right to that policy which 
has brought us success during the last half century; the longer we 
live and the more we study the situation, the less we are inclined to 
get away from it. We try to keep up with the times and develop with 
conditions, but that fundamental principle is the basis of every change 


and every move we make. I come from a house thoroughly grounded 
in the belief that in these days of intelligent commercialism the trade 
is most discriminating and will bestow their favors where there is 
absolutely the most merit, and that merit consists of the best assort- 
ment of good sellers from which to make your selection, prompt anq 


cemplete execution of orders, low prices, and a salesman who wil! not 
only know his business thoroughly and be a fair man, giving each 


and every one of his customers an absolutely square deal, but who 
also lives up to one of the favorite mottoes of the founder of our 
house—that ‘a good salesman is one who helps his customers to 
prosper.” It is like the motto, also originated by E. S. Simmons. 


which has become one of our valuable assets and registered trade- 
mark: “The recollection of quality remains long after the price is 
forgotten.”’

HOW SPONGES ARF GROWN. 


Perilous Lives of the Natlves Who Fish for Them—Profits to 
Monopoly. 


(Continued. ) 


The clippers become expert in trimming and in deciding just 
where each sponge belongs, both as to size and kind. The names 
recognized by the trade are wool, velvet, grass, reef, glove, hard- 
head and yellow, and describe somewhat the sponges which vary 
from the carriage cleaners down to the silky ones for baby face 
washing. The sponges are of brown shades naturally, but are 
bleached with sulphur or acids to white and light yellow, which 
process, while it makes them more attractive, also detracts from 
their durability. From the cribs where the dry sponges are 
stored they go to powerful hand-turned presses and are made into 
bales and neatly canvassed for export. The clippers go to work 
early and have an hour’s stop later for breakfast and a lay-off 
in the afternoon, and then work until toward evening. The 
women, dawdling, talkative and inconsequent, get a shilling a day, 
while the men—hustling on account of a family to support—get 
3 shillings or something near 75 cents, and make sponge clipping 
a profession. 

When the sponge fleets come in the men often bring their fam- 
ilies with them to shop and visit in the town, and the slips where 
their boats put in are noisy places, especially about meal time. 
On the deck of each boat is a sheltered box of sand, in which a 
fire of wood 1s built, and over this on stones are put the bean ket- 
tles, baking skillets and the coffee pot. Near by is the dough 
board; and as the man or woman cook mixes dough with the 
hands, a foot is likely to be busily employed fending away the 
pet pig wandering about the deck or a tethered chicken destined 
eventually for the pot. The meal is eaten from tin plates or 
bowls that are washed overside in the harbor, and the surround- 
ing fish get what scraps the pig and chicken refuse. 

The sponge clippings are used in the orange orchards about 
the trees, where they shade the roots and help hold moisture and 
by eventual decay add nourishment. Good sponges are as eX- 
pensive in the stores of Nassau as anywhere else, but out on 
the sponge wharf they may be had reasonably of some indepen- 
dent dredger who owns his own boat, and out there decks may 
be seen being washed with sponges that would cost a dollar in 
the States. 

Among dealers may be heard talk of overfished grounds, but 
no one knows how long a ground should lie idle to recoup itself, 
as little is known of how fast a sponge grows. It is known that 
grounds may be renewed by planting pieces of the sponge, but 
the process has never gone beyond the experimental stage, which 
consisted of anchoring cuttings in protected waters.
